On the contrary, work will be pushed as
rapidly as possiblo on those portions, no-
tably the great Culebra cut, which can
be continued, no matter whether the canal
will be at sea level or have one, two or
more sets of locks,

was begun twenty years ago the size of
ghips had increased nearly 100 per cent.,
and it will be necessary to make the canal
not only deeper, but broader than the
French engineers intended. That means
entirely new surveys, borings and plans
for the entire stretch, and with all the ex-
pedition that could be employed in that work

investigations and surveys of all the trans-
Isthmian routes, had, for the sake of com-
parision with the Nicaragua route, sur-
veyed the Panama route on the plan for
locks, with a ninety foot summit level,
This was approximately the rame as on the
Nicaragua route, and the great dam at
Bohio, which was to confine the waters of
the Chagres River, forming a lake forty
miles square and supplying the necessary
water for the summit level, was much like
tew Nicaragua.

“The old commission, however, made no
survevs for the actual work of construc-
tion; they wera merely preliminary, with
a view to determining the best of the routes
across the strip. The present commission,
therefore, must make ite own plans for the
work of constructing, beginning at the bot-
tom. While the French engineers made
almost complete plans and working draw-
ings for the canal, they cannot us
for the American canal for the reason stated,
that they were made for a smaller canal.
Still, they will be of great assistance in
preparing the new plans, and it will not be
necessary to do all the work over again.

“The commission has surveying parties
now at work all along the line of the canal,
and it was probably the report of one of
those parties, on finding a gap in the moun-
tainsa which could possibly utilized to
carry off the waters of the Chagres River
that had given rise to the report that a sea
level plan had or would be adopted. If it
were practicable to so divert the waters
of the Chagres, or otherwise—for instance,
by tunneiling through the mountain ridge—
it might do away with some of the enqine@r-
ing difficulties at the Bohio dam, but it does
not mean that a sea level plan will neces-
garily be adopted. Even after the com-
mission has collected all the information
upon which to determine the nature of the
plan to be followed there is the question
of increased cost for the lockless canal, a
matter of possibly $50,000 000"

Owing to the magnitude of the work of
collecting the necessary data, he thought
at least a year would be required before
the question would be settled, and it might
take a year and a half, even if the work
were pushed to the utmost limit, before
eontractors could be asked to bid for the
construction of the different sections of
the canal.

Mr. Wallace will return to Panama about
Nov. 1, and will make that his permanent
headquarters hereafter.

Wil Be Held With All the Observances of a
State Funeral.

WaASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Services over the
body of Postmaster-General Hanry C.
Payne will be held with all the observancas
of a state funeral in St. John's Church,
Episcopalian, to-morrow morning at 11
o'clock. The President and all the mem-
bers of the Cabinet who are in the city,
the members of the United States Supreme
Court, the Diplomatic Corps and repre-
sentatives of the army and navy and the
civil departments of the Government will
occupy seats reserved for them, admission
to the church being by cards issued from
the Department of State.

The plan to have a milltary escort ac-
company the body of the dead Postmaster-
General” from the church to the railroad
station was abandoned at the request of
Mrs. Payne. By direction of the President
to-day, Major Charles L. McCawley of the
Marine Corps was detailed this morning
to arrange for the seating of persons in
the church, and Major McCawley will be
assistod by several officers representing
different arms of the military service.

MRS, OLIVER'S REALTY SOLD.

Lots Left by the Woman Recluse, and Now
in Dispute, Go Under the Hammer.

One of the properties left by Mary Jane
Oliver, the recluse who died unattended in
her home at 2293 S8econd avenue, last Nov-
vember, was sold at auction yesterday in
the Real Estate Salesroom, at 161 Broad-
way. It consists of two vacant lots at the
southwest corner of Second avenue and
117th street, and was disposed of by order
of the court to eatisfy an old mortgage
held by the Equitable Life Assurance Soci-

ety.

The lots brought $37,700 from a firm of
realty operators. This sum leaves about
$20,000 in the hands of the referee after
the debt is satisfied. To whom it belongs
remains to be determined by the issue of a
case pending in the courts.

After M=. Oliver's death deeds were
presented by her agent, James Alderdice,
showing that she had transferred several
valuable pieces of realty, including the
Sacond avenue corner, to his daughter,
Mary E. Alderdice. The validity of the
deeds is contested by the heirs, who assert
that they were forged by Alderdice. The
latter died within a week after Mrs. Oliver's
body was discovered.

If the deeds are declared ‘nvalid, the es-
tate left by Mrs. Oliver will amount to $89,-
000 in realty and $11,000 in personalty.

International Mercantile Agency Assets

Feteh Only 8328,000-—-Blue for Creditors.

The assets of the bankrupt International
Mercantile Agency, whose authorized capi-
tal stock was $3,000,000, were sold at auction
yesterday to Charles H. Earrett of Phil-
adelphla by Receiver George R. Beach
for $25,560. The printers who got up the
reference book for the company gave notice
that they held a lien of $16,000 which the
receiver would have to pay before he could
deliver the type. In addition to this the
receiver's fees, about $8,000, will have to
be deducted from the proceeds. This will
leave less than $2,000 for the stockholders
and subscribers who have paid in advance.

Thomas N, McCauley was the firat presi-
dent of the company. He was recently
arrested on a charge of embezzlement,
made by Frank Wood of Boston, who in-
vested $5,000 in the stock., McCauley was
to have answered the charge in the Court
of Special Sessions on Sept, 28, but he did
not appear and his bail of $5,000 was declared
forfeited. There was a gscene in court
when Assistant District Attorney Garvan
virtuagy accused the missing man’s counsel,
F. B. House, ex-Assistant District Attorney
Schurman and A, J. Baldwin, of havin
connived at his escape. Mr. Garvan saic
that McCauley had gotten away with $134,-
000, which he I on his property in
Chicago.

The International Mercantile Agency
was first put into the hands of the Sheriff in
a suit brought against it by McCauley, who
alleged that it owed him $54,000 and waa
in bad financial condition. A bill in equity
was then filed against McCauley, in which the
company asked for an accounting, the
officers alleging that he converted to his
own use $1,200,000 which should have prc?)-
erly been paid into the treasury, and by
8o doing forced the concern into bankruptcy.
Mr. Beach was then appointed recelver.
When the Mutual Mercantile Agency, which
was organized by Erastus Wiman, ame
bankrupt McCauley bought its effects for
$6,000 and got for them, it is said over
$1,000,000 of the International company's
stock,

The sale yesterday included the reports
of the agency on various business concerns
throughout the country. These were gold
separately to Mr. Barrett and brought but
$10.
